Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban 
District  and  some  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1946. 

The  Report  is  restricted  on  the  grounds  of  national 
economy  and  only  essential  matters  effecting  the  Public 
Health  of  the  District  have  been  submitted. 

No  serious  epidemics  of  any  kind  occurred  but  it  is 
noticeable  that  Scarlet  Fever  increased  during  the  year,  a 
total  of  40  having  been  notified  as  compared  with  10  in 

1945.  In  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  a mild  epidemic 
occurred  in  the  Purbrook  and  Waterlooville  areas. 

No  deaths  occured  from  cerebrospinal  fever,  Scarlet 
fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  or  measles,  which  must 
be  regarded  as  most  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  19.97  shows  an  increase  of  0.99  over 
the  rate  for  1945  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate 
of  19.10  for  England  and  Wales  for  1946. 

The  Illegitimacy  rate  per  1000  total  births  fell  from 
101.1  in  1945  to  63.1  in  1946,  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1946,  being  65. 

The  Death  rate  of  13.00  has  decreased  0.43  from  the 
1945  rate,  but  demonstrates  the  older  age  group  of  the 
District,  when  compared  with  the  rate  of  11.5  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1946. 

An  important  decrease  is  in  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  whichis  19.10  as  compared  with  31.37  for  1945;  and  is 
favourable,  compared  with  43  for  England  and  Wales  for 

1946.  The  Infantile  Mortality  rates  of  18.52  for  legitimate 
infants  compares  with  that  of  27.77  for  those  illegitimate. 
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Both  these  rates  show  a decline  from  1945  when  these  were 
30.52  and  39.21  respectively. 

The  number  of  houses  built  during  1946,  140  by 
private  enterprize  and  10  as  Council  Houses,  compares 
favourably  with  other  Districts,  and  is  especially  gratifying 
in  that  their  completion  occurred  so  early  in  the  post-war 
period. 

The  Ambulance  Service  run  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  met  all  needs  of  the  District  and  the  adjoining 
rural  areas,  apparently  being  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who 
have  had  to  call  upon  this  service. 

In  conclusion,  I tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council 
for  their  continued  support  and  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  efficency  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Department,  and  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  during  the  year. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  by  my  successor,  Dr. 
George  Nisbet,  your  present  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  succeeded  me  on  my  retirement  on  1st  March,  1947.

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply 

The  service  of  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company  was 
at  all  times  adequate  to  provide  a constant  and  wholesome 
supply  to  the  whole  of  the  area. 

The  supply  to  Hayling  Island  is  under  the  direction 
of  a Committee  of  the  Council  who  purchase  the  water  in 
bulk  from  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company.  There  are 
approximately  15  dwelling  houses  on  Hayling  Island  and  1 in 
the  Waterloo  Ward  which  obtain  their  supply  from  private 
wells. 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  the  Portsmouth  Water 
Company’s  Supply  were  taken  from  different  points  on  the 
mainland,  and  both  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  controls  the  seven  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  in  the  Area. 

Public  Cleansing. 

All  Public  Cleansing  and  the  arrangements  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  salvage  and  kitchen  waste  are  controlled 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  and  emptying  of  cesspools 
continue  to  be  carried  out  as  hitherto.

MILK  SUPPLY 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936-41. 

Throughout  the  Year  the  conditions  in  the  cowsheds 
and  dairies  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory  having 
regard  to  the  difficulties  under  which  farmers  and  dairymen 
have  been  working  particularly  from  the  man-power 
position.

During  the  Year  a total  of  36  samples  were  taken  under 
the  Defence  Regulation  55g  made  under  the  above  Order. 
26  samples  complied  with  the  required  test  and  10  did  not 
comply.
